Year after year. Sierra 
Madre is faced with the 
potential for disaster. As 
we get clpser to brush fire 
season with its high tem¬ 
peratures and low humidi¬ 
ty, the once green vegeta¬ 
tion that surrounds our 
City starts to turn brown as 
the moisture is pulled from 
it by the Santa Ana winds 
that blow in off the deserts. 
The thick, volatile chapar¬ 
ral that blankets our hill¬ 
sides are like bombs wait¬ 
ing for their fuses to be lit. 
We have all heard the term 
“firestorm” used to de¬ 
scribe the incredible tem¬ 
peratures (up to 3(X)0 de¬ 
grees) and tremendous 
winds (over 100 mph) that 
are generated in a raging 
chaparral fire, hardly any 
house can withstand direct 
exposure to such a storm.

Fireworks are spectacular to watch, but are illegal in 
Sierra Madre and can be dangerous in the hands of am¬ 
ateurs. When celebrating the Fourth of July or other 
outdoor events, the Sierra Madre Fire Prevention Bureau 
would like to remind residents to attend fireworks dis¬ 
plays put on by trained professionals who follow state- 
of-the-art fire codes. “Fireworks have been a misde¬ 
meanor fire code violation for the past 20 years, says 
Rich Snyder, Fire Marshal, “in fact, most cities in the 
San Gabriel Valley have outlawed them!” 

Statistics from a report by the nonprofit National Fire 
Protection Association (NFPA) show that fireworks 
(objects designed to bum and explode) annually cause 
tens of millions of dollars in property damage and thou¬ 
sands of iniuries, as well as some deaths. Injuries from

head, hands, arms or legs, can cause blindness, lacera¬ 
tions, amputations and bums. Some bums leave lifetime, 
disfiguring scars. 

“Playing with fireworks invites disaster,” says Sandy 
Solis, Fire Inspector of the Sierra Madre Fire Prevention 
Bureau. “It’s just not worth the risk and it’s illegal!” 

Children are at greatest risk from fireworks, whether 
as spectators or active participates. According to NF- 
PA’s report, in 1995, 59 percent of the fireworks inju¬ 
ries were to a young person under 20, with children 
between the ages of 10 and 14 most at risk. 

“As parents and adults, we have a responsibility to 
protect our children. While most parents work year 
round to keep children safe, if they attempt to shoot off 
illegal fireworks in their backyards, they are placing their 
children at substantial risk,” says Rich Snyder. “Even 
sparklers, which can heat up to 120® , pose a serious 
danger in a child’s hand, or anyone s for that matter. 

NFPA, an international fire protection organization 
whose mission is to increase fire safety worldwide, 
strongly supports local fire departments’ efforts to re¬ 
strict the use of fireworks. NFPA has worked for more 
than 50 years to limit the use of virtually all fireworks 
by the general public. The association believes fireworks 
can be too unpredictable to be used safely by amateurs.

Question: I am frequently out 
of town for several months at a 
time and always leave my car in a 
garage. The total yearly mileage 
on my car is only about 3,000 
miles. Is an oil change once a year 
sufficient? 

Answer: No, the oil should still be 
changed on a regular basis. Follow the 
recommended oil change schedule in the 
owner's manual based on time, not mileage. 
When an engine sits, condensation can occur 
in the internal engine components and in the 
oil pan. This moisture, along with unbumed 
fuels that can leak past the engine's pistons 
and rings, contaminates the oil and breaks 
down its effectiveness. Preferably, the oil and 
filter should be changed just prior to storing 
the vehicle.

Unbdanced Budget 
Accepted 


by Anita Chang 

The budget for fiscal 
year 1997-98 was a major 
concern at the Arcadia 
City Council and Redevel¬ 
opment Agency Meeting 
held on June 17, 1997. 
After much discussion, the 
Council unanimously 
agreed to adopt Resolution 
No. 5999, which would 
adopt a budget for fiscal 
year 1997-98, and, accord¬ 
ing to the resolution, 
would act on “appropriat¬ 
ing the amounts specified 
therein as expenditures 
from the funds indicated 
and approving in concept a 
spending plan for 1998- 
99.” To balance the cur¬ 
rent budget would require 
approximately 1.5 million 
dollars. When Council 
Member Gary Kovacic 
asked if, despite the plan¬ 
ning, next year’s budget 
could turn out unbalanced, 
City Manager William R. 
Kelly replied, “We don’t 
have control over our des¬ 
tiny.” 

The Council has also 
unanimously agreed to 
adopt a Capital Improve¬ 
ment and Equipment Ac¬ 
quisition Program for 
1997-98 through 2001-02 
(Resolution No. 6000). 


Planned projects include 
aerial mapping, street re¬ 
habilitation and park reno¬ 
vation. 

With the exception of 
Council Member Kovacic, 
the Council approved a 
10% water rate increase 
for fiscal year 1997-98 be¬ 
ginning July 1 along with 
a 15% increase on the ser¬ 
vice fee. The bimonthly 
service fee varies depend¬ 
ing on the size of the meter 
connection. Over a period 
of time, this rate increa.se 
will generate money for 
pipeline improvements, 
reservoir construction, and 
other needed repairs. The 
passage of Resolution No. 
5997 promises that the 
water rates set by the city 
will not exceed the esti¬ 
mated amount necessary 
to fund operation of the 
City Water System. Even 
with the increase, 
Arcadia’s water rates will 
remain one of the lowest in 
the San Gabriel Valley. 

The Council accepted a 
report regarding details 
about a public meeting and 
a public hearing to discuss 
the establishment of a Fire 
Suppression District and 
the levy of a Fire Suppres¬ 
sion Assessment (Resolu¬ 
tion No. 6001). During the 


meeting, two residents of 
Arcadia were selected to 
serve on an ad hoc com¬ 
mittee that will assist in 
processing ballots for the 
proposed Fire Suppression 
District. The ballots are 
expected to be mailed out 
to residents beginning 
June 20. The committee, 
which consists of the City 
Clerk, City Manager, City 
Manager, and two Arcadia 
residents will count the 
ballots, preparing them for 
City Council Review on 
August 5. 

Arcadia police officers 
may soon be patrolling the 
street not on motorcycles, 
not in cars, but on horses! 
The Council approved the 
Arcadia Police Depart¬ 
ment Mounted Enforce¬ 
ment Team program and 
the Horse Lease Agree¬ 
ment. 

The Council also unani¬ 
mously voted to accept a 
donation of $10,000 from 
the Friends of the Arcadia 
Public Library for the pur¬ 
chase of library materials. 

During the meeting, the 
Council appointed people 
to the six City Commis¬ 
sions: Arcadia Beautiful, 
Human Resources, Li¬ 
brary Board, Recreation, 
Senior Citizens, and Sister 
City.

Mayor Harbicht addresses 
the crowd. This seems to 
be the major issue on 
everyone’s minds. “A 
long-term permanent solu¬ 
tion must be considered, “ 
he continues. The crowd 
this evening consists 
mostly of senior citizens, 
not that tonight’s subject is 
strictly directed at the eld¬ 
erly. Every citizen of Ar¬ 
cadia is being represented. 
And every citizen, every 
property owner, including 
the Mayor of Arcadia, 


must take part in the trans¬ 
action. 

The service that Arca¬ 
dia provides its citizens 
has always been top-notch. 
For example, the Arcadia 
City Fire Dept, is listed as 
a Class 1 Rating. Which 
means that it provides the 
best quality of services to 
its community. There were 
many responses by the au¬ 
dience, including one 
woman, who strongly ap¬ 
plauded the Arcadia City 
Fire Dept, and its neigh¬ 
boring paramedic services. 
Service has always been a 
symbol of the community 
of Arcadia. In order to 
maintain a high quality of 
services, people must del¬ 
egate the community’s 
needs as a whole with 
kindness, and balance re¬ 
spect with humanity. 

Mayor Harbicht’s topic 
for the night was lengthy, 
but informative.

there have been no salary 
increases for Arcadia City 
Employees who have been 
working for the city for 
four years. Eleven and a 
half full-time positions 
have already been elimi¬ 
nated. The Fire Suppres¬ 
sion District (FSD) will be 
published as an official 
public notice on June 20, 
1997. City Council will 
hold a public hearing and 
tabulate ballots on August 
5, 1997. Passage of the 
FSD will somehow free up 
funds for some of the pro¬ 
grams we would normally 
have to cut, such as police 
and fire protection and 
street sweeping services. 
Total assessment is pro¬ 
jected to be approximately 
2.2 million dollars. Instead 
of getting rid of one ambu¬ 
lance or closing the public 
library for one or two days 
each week, let these ser¬ 
vices remain untouched. 
Let them remain to be city 
services with high stan¬ 
dards of success. 

Here is the main point. 
Passage of the FSD is a 
permanent thing. It will 
require property owners of 
Arcadia to pay $ 122 every 
year out of their own pock¬ 
ets to maintain quality ser¬ 
vices for the community. 
Protection of property at 
an extra cost. There are, on 
the other hand, some posi¬ 
tive impacts to this as well. 
Passage of the ballot will, 
as stated earlier, free up 
some funds to maintain 
and increase city services. 
It will also give the city a 
chance to put some money 
away. Mayor Harbicht be¬ 
lieves this is fiscally 
sound. One elderly gentle¬ 
man thought the FSD is 
simply a ploy or a “scare 
tactic”, as some other 
members of the public put 
it. Another citizen com¬ 
mented that this plan could 
hurt Senior Citizens be¬ 
cause most of them are al¬ 
ready living on a fixed in¬ 
come. So we can under¬ 
stand how the FSD is a fi¬ 
nancial issue. But it is also 
a public opinion issue. All 
citizens have a right to be

heard. One citizen felt the 
public might go bankrupt 
because of this plan. Still, 
one could not ignore hear¬ 
ing another individual 
shout: “This election is 
flawed! It should be re¬ 
pealed because it is con¬ 
trary to Proposition 2181!” 

Proposition 218 favors 
the public. It gives them 
some power in the ballot 
process and approval of an 
item. As page 2 of the 
Questions and Answers 
brochure on Fire Suppres¬ 
sion District (supplied at 
Monday evening’s meet¬ 
ing) states: “Consistent 
with the requirements of 
Proposition 218, ballots 
will be mailed to Arcadia 
property owners. There is 
one vote per household. 
[The] ballots are weighed 
by ‘financial obligation’ or 
by the amount of the 
property’s fire suppression 
assessment.” In other 
words, everyone who 
owns property in Arcadia, 
excluding size of property, 
will be treated the same 
and will have an equal say 
in the matter. Some larger 
owners, such as the Arca¬ 
dia Fashion Mall, will be 
given ten ballots only. No 
property owner of this 
magnitude will be given 
more than ten votes. If 
Proposition 218 didn’t 
pass, the council would 
probably have to revert to 
a ballot of raising current 
Utility Taxes in order to 
help increase funds. Arca¬ 


dia residents don’t pay 
such a large Utility Tax 
anyway. (Currently, 
Arcadians pay a 5% Utili¬ 
ties Sales Tax; average is 
8 %). 

The issue is not simply 
Proposition 218. The pub¬ 
lic has every right to vote 
on and approve or disap¬ 
prove an item for the city. 
‘The most important issue 
is,” exclaims the Mayor, 
“what do the citizens 
want?” The citizens want a 
fair deal. They want a 
chance to be heard. Every¬ 
one wants the best for the 
community. 

“Why are you asking 
for 2.2 million, “implores 
one resident in the audi¬ 
ence. Although there are 
some projects that have 
generated fair sources of 
income for the city, such as 
the redevelopment 
Agency, Gas Tax, and 
Water Fund, these monies 
are “restricted” and cannot 
be used to pay for “general 
city services”. If the citi¬ 
zens of Arcadia want to 
envision a safer future, 
they will have to vote with 
care and delicate observa¬ 
tion. Surely they do not 
want to deprive city ser¬ 
vices. Of course, money 
plays a role in this issue. 
“Two-thirds of the city’s 
budget is in safety ser¬ 
vices. We cannot balance 
the budget without cutting 
some of these sources, 
“proclaims Mayor 
Harbicht. “It’s time to get 
our fiscal house in order.”
